Injunction Asked Against Remov- 
al of Arsenal Street Tracks 
Possible Move in Fight. 


IRON MOUNTAIN HELPED 


Action by W. K. Kavanaugh, [f 
Successful, Would Prevent 
Railway Franchise. 


The injunction pioceedings brought by W. 
K. Kavanaugh, trusiee of the Fourth 
Street and Arsenal Railway Co., aga-ns¢ 
the city of St. Louis, pending in Judge 
Hough s division of the Circuit Court, are 
believed to have an important bearing on 
the fight between the lron Mountain rail- 
road and the Manufacturers’ Railroad Co. 
for a-franchise for a railroad on Second 
Street. 

The injunction is asked to restrain the 
city from interfering with the work of un- 
covering the tracks of the Fourth Street 
and Arsenal Railway on Second street. 

The understood vurpose in uncovering 
the -tracks is te lay the foundation for a 
contention that the franchise under which 
the line was operated prior to 190 Is Bu.lll 
alive, and therelore the municipal assem- 
oly cannot grant a franchise to the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway Co.:for a track over the 
Same street. 

‘he Fourth Street and Arsenal Railway 
was put out of pusiness by the tornado Of 
1896, in which the powerhouse and sheds 
were blown down. it had been owned by 
Charles Green. Until recently Jonn Hk. 
Uverail was trustee of the property. 

‘The poles and wires were removed on the 
orders of Lighting Inspector Carter and 
the tracks were covered deep with ma- 
cadam. 

Kavanaugh succeeded Overall as trustee 
of the abandoned railway property Jan. 
2). Shortly after that an inspector notified 
Street Commissioner Varreimann that a 
force of men was uncovering the tracks at 
Second street and Chouteau avenue. 

Mr. Varrelmann had the work stopped. 
The injunction proceedings fo lowed. 

Busch vs. Gould. 

These developments were ceincident with 
the beginning of efforts of the Manufac- 
turers’ Raiiway Association’ and the Iron 
iountain to get a franchise for Second 
street, 

Mr. Kavanaugh is president of the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co., the interests of which are 
with the Terminal Association. The Gould 
roads, the Iron. Mountain, the Cotton Belt 
and the Missouri Pacific, are members of 
the Terminal Association, and the Goulds 
are largely interested in the Terminal for 
that reason. ° 

The Manufacturers’ Railway Associntion, 
dominated by the Busch brewery interests, 
is regarded as a menace to the Wiggins 
and the Terminal companies. The associa- 
tion has extensive yards at Arsenal street. 
There is talk of a third bridge -at* that 
point. The Second stfeet track would let 
the Manufacturers’ ‘Rathway Assoc) tien up 
to Poplar street and make it a powerful 
competitor of the Terminal. 

Touching the franchise of the Fourth 
street and Arsenal railway, the contention 
of the city officials is that it has been for- 
feited.

SUPREME COURT AFFIRMS 
VERDICT OF MURDER 


Judge Valliant Dissenting Says 
Introduction of Evidence of Pre- 
vious Crimes Was Unwarranted, 
Tending to Blacken Character. 


The death sentence of “Bill’’ Rudolph, 
Union bank robber and murderer of De- 
tective Schumacher, was Thursday morn- 
ing affirmed by the Supreme Court en banc, 
Judge Valliant dissenting, and the date of 
his execution fixed as March 17. 

When Rudolph was informed in the St. 
Louls jail Thursday morning of the decision 
against him, he asked quietly: 

“Is that so?’ 

The date named for the execution was 
mentioned. 

“a, 
Dav.”’ 

He seemed little interested in the news. 
except the day, seeming to think it would 
be most extraordinary to hang a man on 
St. Patrick's day. When asked if he ex- 
pected to take any further steps in the 
matter, he answered: 4 

“I'll have to see my lawyer about that. 
I don't know what further steps can be 
taken.’’ 

Rudolph appeared to be entirely resigned. 
He showed no surprise and no grief. He 
had little to say and what he did say was 
without a change of voice or an intimation 
of any emotion. ‘i‘here was little to indi- 
cate that he was discussing his own death 
sentence. 

Attaches of the jail say Rudolph’s resig-: 
nation is due largely to the fact that. he 
has bécome religious. He is visited fre- 
quently by ministers and priests and talks 
to ali of them. He has not become ailied 
with any religivus organization, but shows 
a. deep interest ip. religious matters though 
he talks little of them to his f@iiew pris- 
oners. 

He seldom leaves his cell, 
of the strongest in the jail, 
little interest in what transpires 
‘bull ring’’ or in neighboring cells. 
reads much, but writes little. 

His health and appetite are good, and 
since his accomplice, George Collins, was 
hanged for the same crime nearly a year 
ago, he has gained in flesh ‘until he is 
fully fifteen pounds heavier than he was.

Valliant says: “In mnisy opinion the war- 
rant and the afildavit were illegal ae 
ing evidence und. because they were ad- 
mitted over the objection of the defendant, 
the judgment ought to be reversed and a 
new trial awarded."’

Appeals for Clemency to “Lord” | 


Prisoner Are Traced to 
the Convict, 


The element of mystery witich attached 
to the recent receipt of letters by citizens 
of * Clayton and other parts of Sta Louis 
County, asking mercy for ‘‘Lord”’ F. Sey- 
mour Barrington, under sentence of death 
for the murder of his benefactor, James 
McCann, has been solved. 

The letters were written in a 
hand and in the phraseology 
They begwed the “good people” to be mer- 
ciful to ‘‘poor papa,’’ and not let him hang. 
They were very pathetic, and on many 
there. were suggestions.of tear stains. Each 
was signed with the name ‘‘Marguerite,”’ 
which is the name of Barrington’'s little 
daughter who is with a relative in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y¥. 


A newspaper “publication telling of the re- 
ceipt of these jetters reached Mrs. Barton, 
Barrington's d@eserted wife, in Brooklyn, 
and she promptly wrote to Chief Kiely, 
Genouncing the letters as forgeries and bit- 
— dencuncing Barrington. 

Chief Kiely and the St. Louts County 
authorities }began an Investigation, and 
Thursday he announced that the letters jad 
been traced to Barrington himself. It has 
been learned, according to the chief. that 
Barrington ‘wrote them in his cell and suc- 
ceeded in smuggling’ them. outside, to be 
mailed to the addresses they bore. 

The police recall] the fact that Barrington, 
while in a British jail several years ago, 
manifested a skill in ‘writing from the out- 
Side of the jail. One day a letter was 
handed him by his jailer This letter 
stated that he’ had- fallen heir to a con- 
siderable fortune. On the strength of the 
letter he obtained his liberty; then it was 
found that he had written the letter and 
smiugg'ed it out of jail to be matiiled to

KOTH LOCOMOTIVES ARE 
DISMANTLED IN CRASH 


Many Persons Painfully Bruised 
and One Is Seriously Hurt in 
Accident Near Vandeventer and 
Chouteau Avenues. 


Several persons were injured and many 
fevereiv shaken up in a collision Thursday 
morning near Chouteau and 
avenues between the Pacific 
tion train of the Frisco 
switch engine at the head 
freight: cars. 

The “six cars composing the train 
filled with men and women from the sub- 
urbs on their way to their places of em- 
ployment in the city, and there 
siderable excitement following 
liston. 

All of the passengers were pitched out 
of their seats by the force of the impact 
and some who were standing were thrown 

from their feet. 
|The accident was due to failure to throw 
a eut-over switch after the switch engine 
had backed its string of cars over it from 
the east-bound to the west-bound track, 
and to the fact that steam from an engine 
on @ parallel track prevented the ecn- 
ginecr of the accommodation: train from 
gpeing that the switch was open until] it 
was too late to avoid the collision. 

The collision occurred at 7:40 o'clock. 
Trainmen say the train was running 15 
miles an hour. 
applied the.emergency brakes when he saw 
. that the switch was opep, but was not able 
to appreciably check the speed of his train 
before it took the switch and crashed into 
the switch engine on the other track. 

The two engines were disabled by the 
smashing of their fronts and the baggage 
ear partially telescoped the first coach. 
There were some passengers in the baggage 
car and it is considered remarkable that 
these and the passengers in the first coach 
did not fare worse. 

Strangely. the force of the collision 
seemed to be felt most in the rear car of 
the train. It seemed to rise in the alr ant 
Seitied down aftsw the impact. Several 
were Injured in this cas. 

Joseph E. Pace of 6150 Odell avenue, who 
was sitting in the front scat on one ‘side, 
“Was hurled forwird and his head struck 
the end of the car, rendering him un-*on- 
scious for a momeart. His leg was also 
severély bruised, but he was able to vro- 
ceed to his destinution. . 

Miss Maud Wallise of Lindenwood suf- 
fered a sprained wrist and the pain from 
the injury was so great she fainted. She 
was sent to her home. Harry Gaut of 
Gratiot was similarly injured and the head 
of Fred J. Carter of 6827 Clifton avenue 
was hurt. 

The water cooler “ell on a young man 
whose name is sald to be Roy Coleusa, 
cutting a severe f28ii. 

The ‘conductor wis standing on the rear 
platform. He was tilrown off and strick 
the grouné with such force that he was 
rendered unconscious and was badly hurt. 

Ambulances were called by the railroad 
people, but none of the passengers made 
use of them, although several were treated 
by physicians in the neighborhood. 

A through train which was following the 
accommodation took part of the passengers 
on to Tnion Station and the rest rode 
downtown on street cars. 

The Valley Park train was in charge of 
Conductor Pat Crowlev. Yard officials at 
the Tower Grovs station declared tha:

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SUNDAY BASEBALL HAS 
FEW OPPONENTS IN 
ARGER CITIES 


“Aside from great financlal interest in the 
question, which would naturally put me 
against it, I do not see what great good will 
be done the people of St. Louis by the pro- 
hibition of Sunday baseball in St. Louis,”’ 
said President Robert Lee Hedges of the 
Browns in regard to that proposed meas- 
ure in the Missouri Legislature. 

“T have talked the matter over with men 
in every walk of life for a matter of three 
or four years, and I will venture to say 
that nine out of ten have told me that they 
believe a baseball game in the city on Sun- 
day was a good thing, whether they at- 
tended it or not. 

“A young minister here in the city, who 
is a great fan, said to me once: 

“I go to nearly every week-day game 
played in St. Louis at your park. 1 do not 
go on Sunday because in my position I 
do not think it would be proper, but I have 
a neighbor who is as great a crank on 
baseball as I am. His only chance to see 
a game is on Sunday. Now, could I get 
up in my pulpit and preach against Sun- 
day baseball, which is that snan’s one 
harmless amusement? If he could not go 
to that baseball game he would probably 
go to a saloon.’ 


Police Records Sustain Statement. 

“IT took occasion when this question was 
agitated two years. ago to look into the 
Monday police court records. A brief ex- 
amination of the police books will bear me 
out In this: That there is more drunken- 
ness, fighting and general disorder on Sun- 
day when there is no baseball game in the 
city than when there is. The difference 
is so marked that it is unmistakable.” 

Prohibition of Sunday games in Missouri, 
as contemplated in the bill introduced in 
the Legislature by Representative Blair, 
would render practically valueless the 
league franchise in St. Louis, Kansas City, 
St. Joseph and smaller cities where league 
baseball is played. 

The blow would fall severely 
owners of the American and National 
League francises in St. Louis. They have 
invested heavily in baseball plants, and the 
abolishment of Sunday ball would cut off 
practically half of the income from games 
played in St. Louis by the Browns and 
Cardinals. 

It is a well-known fact that the local] 
clubs have made little money for the past 
four ‘years, even with Sunday baseball. 
The big salary lists have shrunk some, but 
it is doubtful if week day baseball would 
pay expenses as the attendance runs in St. 
Louis.

Sunday games in St. Louis, on account of 
the Saturday half holiday, which is strictly 
observed in the East. 

The week day attendance in the large 
cities of the East is much greater than in 
the West. Attendance at week-day games 
in St. Louis last season, not even except- 
ing the Saturdays, was less than 2000. The 
Sunday games brought the average daily 
attendance up to something like 4000. Those 
figures are eloquent .arguments from a 
financia] standpoint. Unless receipts in 
other cities were unusually large, a St. 
Louis club would find ft hard to break even 
without Sunday ball. 

With Sunday basball cut out, the Satur- 
day crowds would be larger, but hardly 
to an extent that would make them com- 
pare with the Sunday crowds, which usual- 
ly filled ever seat and stood around tho 
field. 

St. Louis, Chicago-and Cincinnati are the 
only cities in the first-class baseball leagues 
where Sunday games are now permitted. 
In St. Louis, where thousands of base- 
ball cranks can attend the games only on 
Sunday, the bill is arousing universal pro- 
test. It is pointed out that Representative 
Blair is a country member, and has never 
studied the advantages of Sunday baseball 
in St. Louis. 


The Moral Advantage. 


Opponents of the Blair bill say that if 
there were no such Sunday attractions 
that hundreds of persons who now attend 
the games would seek amusement. else- 
where, and that many would pass the day 
in saloous. It is urged that the Sunday 
games keep thousands out in the open air 
and away from temptations from two to 
five hours every Sunday afternoon. 

The most stubborn opposition to Sunday 
ball is found in the smaller gities and 
towns through the state where amateur 
and semi-professional teams play. Lack 
of police protection and class of’ attraction 
draws a rough element to the games. In 
the city, the parks are so well regulated 
that many women attend the Sunday 
games and the features objected to by 
country citizens are eliminated. 

The bill to prohibit Sunday amusements 
has been introduced in every General As- 
sembly, but it has always been smothered 
in the committee or sidetracked in one of 
the many obscure places which have swal- 
lowed s0 many measures. 

This year, however, the bill has been 
given much publicity and owners of clubs 


are beginning to realize that it has a 
chance to become a law. The St. Louis 
members are opposing the measure. Po- 
lice officials do not favor the measure, for 
they say it would increase crime on a day 
when thousands in the cities are seeking 
amusement.

Where the attack is slight it may be 
Stopped by taking several swallows of 
water and holding the breath at the same 
time; by dashing cold water,jh. the face;

The fire was discovered by eva by 
Henry Reiff as he was about to report to 
headquarters from a telephone box at 
Thirteenth and Chestnut streets at 6 
o'clock.

The entire building was filled with seated | 
and as there was no blaze in evidence it | 
was some seconds before the seat of the 
fire was discovered.

become ignited from the furnace fire. 

The basement was full of old papers and 
kindling and ony prompt action on the 
part of the department prevented a more 
serious conflagration. 

William Grant, the negro janitor, had 
not been into the building since Wednes- 
day night and when he arrived Thursday 
morning as the fire was burning said that 
he was not aware that there was a fire 
in the furnace Thursday morning. 

Six large presses on the first floor of the 
building were damaged by water and much 
of the printed matter in the building, some 
of which was ready for delivery Thursday 
morning, was ruined. 

There is only one room on,the second 

floor, used as a composing rovm, and the 
on damage there was done by water. 

Most of the damage was done in the rear

Mrs. -Charless, before her marriage to 
Joseph Chariess, was Miss Charlotte T. 
Blow, known as one of the most beautiful 
young women in the West and queen of St. 
ouls society circles. 

In 1857 her husband, at that time presi- 
dent of the Mechanic's Bank of St. Louis, 
was assassinated at Fourth and Market 
street by a man named Thornton, and, 
upon his death.

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Wit LIAMS 


‘‘Cyclone’s’’ Grief For Man Who Kept Him as Sole Com- 
panion. Cannot Be Appeased—Opening of Trunks 
May Unlock Mystery of Williams’ Life. 


“Cyclone,’’ the faithful little dog which 
was the sole eompanion of William E. Will 
iams for eight years, mourns for his dead 
master, who was found dead in his room 
at 2313 Wash street Wednesday afternoon, 
and will not b2 comforted. 

The dog has not eaten anything since 
Williams died, and probably not for some 
time before. It will not eat,. partly be- 
cause of its grief and partly because he 
has never before taken food except from 
the hand of his master. 

The dog, which is being cared for by 
Mrs. John Howard. who lives downstairs in 
the house .in which Williams lived, was 
placed in the cellar Wednesday night. It 
was the first night that the little animal, 
which is completely blind, had ever been 
separated from its master, and it whined 
and howicd dismally the long night 
through. 

Food had been placed in the cellar, but

By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGYON, Feo. 2.—Wispatches re- 
ceived at the state department from Min- 
ister Bowen at Caracas indicate that the 
rupture at Venezuela, which President 
Rovusevelt has been trying to stave off un- 

til after Congress adjourns, is imminent. 

Mr. Bowen's patience is at last exhausted, 
and he has recommended that he be re- 
called and that diplomatic relations with 
Venezuela be severed. 

He says that the attitude of the Castro 
government remains uncompromising to 
the last degree, and that he can see no en- 
couraging indication of a peaceable settle- 
ment of the American claims. He advises 
that force be applfed as the only means of 
bringing President Castro to terms, and 
that as the first step, a formidable naval 
demonstration be at once made at La 
Guyara, the port of Caracas. 

Mr. Bowen's report was at once sent to 
the President and soon Mr. Roosevelt held 
a long conference with Secretary Hay, who 
is ill at his home. What conclusion was 
reached could not be learned, but the im- 
portance of the subject was proved by the 
fact that the President himself carried the} 
dispatches to Mr. Hay’s home. 


Plan for Pressing Claim. 

As was stated in the Post-Dispatch, the 
plan for teaching Castro a lesson in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s most vigorous fashion, was 
completed weeks ago, but the President de- 
cided to defer its execution until after the 
adjournment of Congress, so that he would 
be free from criticism and opposition in the 
Senate. The plan includes a naval demon- 
stration, which, if it fails to bring Castro 
to terms, will immediately be followed by 
the seizure of the customs, which will be 
held until all American claims haye_bg@h 
satisfactorily adjusted.

But there are lines of difference, even in Wall street’s hostil- 
ity. The captains of the industrial trusts view complacently 
the President’s campaign to supervise railway rates, but they 
want him to keep his hands off corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce. The railroad managers do not object to the 
licensing of industriad corporations, but they are unqualifiedly 
opposed to the government’s meddling with freight rates. 

In the presence of'a common danger these forces can easily 
be amalgamated, but in the congressional conflict that now 
seems inevitable, is it certain that there will not be a cleavage 
along new political lines? What would be the surest conse- 
quences of a new party formation if the Democrats and Repub- 
licans were driven into one organization while the radical 
Democrats and Republicans joined forces in another? The old 
names might be retained, but we should have in effect two new 
political parties. Is this to be one of the far-reaching conse- 
quences of @ policy of “doing things?”

Precautions With Gas. 


Dont burn gas in bedrooms at night is 
the solemn warning of the Times. 

Frequent casualties emphasize the dan- 
ger of turning down the gas and leaving 
it burning “low’’ all night, it says, 

This danger exists at all times, but es- 
pecially in winter. Gas does not freeze; 
neither do gas pipes. What may freeze 
is the vapor of water carried by all gas 
in larger or smaller percentages. This 
watery vapor is condensed as frost Inside 
a cold pipe and may build up enough fo 
close it. A very few degrees of heat wil 
recunvert it into wuter and then a pipe 
which may have been temporarily. closed 
is open again and permits the gas to flow 
through. This happens frequently in dwell- 
ings and explains why a gas light turned 
“low” may go out, and gas is subsequent- 
ly found flowing through the burner.

The Excelsior Hauling Co. was paid $10,- 
600 daily for collecting the garbage and the 
Bt. Louis Sanitary Co. received $10,533 daily 
for disposing of the garbage. This consti- 
tuted a daily drain of $22,433 on the city 
treasury ir. favor of the contractors. 

For three months during which the city 
has been collecting and disposing of its 
own garbage the cost has averaged $22,- 
728.44 monthly. Auditor Dierkes’ books 
show that $158,891 has been paid out for 
Collecting garbage since last April. The 
auditor also figures the cost of reducing 
the garbage since the city undertook the 
task three months ago at $15,213.14. This 
makes. the average monthly cost of collect- 
ing $17,654.44 and the average monthly cost 
of reducing the offal $5071, or a month.y av- 
erage for ‘both of $22,725.44.
